By fuch who have been well skil’@im political Arith- 
metick, the Advantages this Nariog hus derived from 
her American Colonies have been corti at above One 
Hundred Millious ; and this not at Radom, but from the 
requifire Faéts whereon to found fue Conclufions. But 
to enter into this Matter would not coafift with that 
Brevity to which I am at prefent cenfin’d. “Tis enough 
for my Purpofe only to obferve i&igeneral, that our 
American Plantations bave afforded a couliderable and lait- 
ing Revenue to the Crown, been am inexhayitible Mine 
of Treafure to Great Britain in general, and a great Means 
of multiplying Seamen, and raifing ep our Bulwark of 
Naval Power. 

Now the African Trade had its Being before we had 
any Plantations in America; and had aot this Trade af- 
forded us a Supply of Negroes to have firft raisd theſe 
Colonies, they could never have been rais d at ally nor can 
they be preferv'd or improv’d but by thas Labour that 
firft nurs’d and cherifh’d them. Wherefore the African 
Trade may be juftly faid to have been the Parent of all 
thofe Advantages we have deriv’d from our Plantation 
Trade in general, and therefore ought to be cherifh'd 
with the ucmoft Tendernefs and Regard. 

Had we de on White Meg only to have rais’d 
and fupported our Colonies, it would have render’d all 
our Attempts in America fruitlefs and abortive: For 
White Men cannot be obtained near fo cheap, or the 
Labour of a fufficient Number be bad for the Expence 
of their Maintanance only, as we have of the Africans. 
Befides, long Experience has proved, that White Men 
are not conftitutionally qualified to fuftain the Toil of 
Planting in the Climates of our Ifland Colonies like the 
Blacks. 

Was it poflible, however, for White Men to anfwer 
the End of Negroes in Planting, mult we not have too 
much depopulated our own Country? Might we not 
have drained the Kingdom too much of Husbandmen, 
Mechanicks, and Manufacturers too? Might not this 
have been the Caufe of our Colonies interfering with 
the Manufactures of thefe Kingdoms, and bave enabled 
them to have thook off their Dependency on the Crown 
of Great Britain, and have proved as injurious to our 
common Interefts, as hitherto they have proved bene- 
ficial? In fuch Cafe, indeed, we might have juft Rea- 
fon to dread the Profperity of our ies; but while 
we can be well fupplied with Negroes, we can be un- 
der no fuch Apprebenfions; their Labour will confine 
the Plintations to Planting, which will render our Co- 
lonies more advent s to thefe Kingdoms than che 
Mines of Peru and Mexico are to the Spaniards.
